There  are  123  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  at  the  Queen 
Alexandra  Hospital  in  Barnstaple. 

At  Braunton  Nursing  Home  there  are  4 beds  for  sick 
persons.

I beg  to  present  rny  third  Annual  Report  of  work 
carried  out  during  1948. 

General 

The  area  of  your  Distrtct  is  129,346  acres,  with  an  estimated 
population  of  2 1 ,950. 

This  number  is  very  considerably  increased  by  the  influx  of 
summer  visitors. 

Many  of  the  centres  of  population  catering  for  visitors  are 
without  water  or  sewerage  systems.  A detailed  account  of  the 
conditions  appears  later  in  this  Report. 

It  is  hoped  that  an  early  start  will  be  made  with  the 
Fremington  sewerage  scheme,  to  alleviate  the  appalling  conditions 
now  existing  there. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Georgeham  and  Croyde  is  also 
long  overdue,  but  despite  continued  efforts,  the  Ministry’s  approval 
appears  to  be  as  far  off  as  ever. 
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POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


Regular  inspections  are  made  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the 

area. 

A sewerage  scheme  to  remove  pollution  in  the  streams 
discharging  on  to  Newbery  Beach,  Combe  Martin,  has  been 
completed  during  the  year,  and  is  working  satisfactorily.

Advice  was 
given  in  all  cases  of  unsatisfactory  results  in  an  endeavour  to  affect 
an  improvement.
